United States would raise and train 
and equip an army of 5,000,000 men in 
a little over two years, and ship 4,- 
C00,000 of them across the Atlantic.

$12,000,000,000 for war purposes. Yet 
when the warcloud burst over the 
world, Canada was fully as unprepar- 
ed as weshave been. Its army, which 
has grewn to 400,000 soldiers, was 
smaller than the militia of Massa- 
chusctts, and its resources and indus- 
tries, now splendidly mobilized and 
efficiently organized for the great 
work in hand, were on the most 
peaceful kind of a peace basis.
